To Share Fund 
Of Kilbourne 


Four From Other High 
Schools Also Te Be 
Aided In Education 


Six South Side graduates attending 
college this fall will share in the Ed- 
gar H. Kilbourne Scholarship Fund 
along with four from other schools. 

Recipients are: 

Lois Craig, ’48 grad, who will at- 
tend Indiana University this fall. She 
has completed two years at Indiana 
University Extension Center here at 
Fort Wayne. She will study at the 
campus toward becoming a speech in- 
structor. 

Marilyn Domer, '44 grad, who has 
attended Oberlin College for two 
years. She has majored in history 
and plans to enter secondary school 
teaching. 

George Headford, '47 grad, who 
plans to. enter Indiana University this 
fall. He will study business law there. 

John D. Wittgenfeld, 46 grad, who 
plans to attend Purdue University 
this season where he will study met- 
allurgical engineering. 

Barbara Hyman, 746 grad, who will 
attend Indiana University. as a sopho- 
more. 

Leona Wood, ’46 grad, who will also 
be a sophomore at Indiana University. 
Both Barbara Hyman and Leona 
Wood received aid’ from the fund last 
year. 

Though the scholarships may run 
as high as $800 annually, none of this 
year’s applicants requested the full 
amount, thus providing financial aid 
for a greater number of students, 

This is the second year that aid has 
been furnished through this fund set 
up by Mr. Kilbourne last year to 
encourage higher education. The 
award is based equally on need, schol- 
arship, and the student’s promises of 
good citizenship. 

Though requirements do not insist 
a student prepare for a specified pro- 
fession, the donor feels preparation 
for teaching is an important factor in 
view of the impending teacher short- 
age, and some awards were made with 
this in mind, 

Mr. R. Nelson Snider, along with 
the other high school principals and 
businessmen, was on the committee 
headed by Mr. Kilbourne that se- 
lected the winners.

South Sid eHalls 
Re-decorated 


During the summer, many rooms 
here at South Side have been re- 
decorated and painted so that our 
school will keep its nice appearance. 
Approximately six men worked con- 
stantly for six weeks, from July 1 to 
August 16, getting our school in 
shape for this semester. 

Rooms 90, 92, 94, 96, and 98, the 
general office, Mr. Davis’ office, and 
Mr. Sidell’s office were painted cream 
on the ceiling with light green side 
walls. The study hall has now a 
sunny yellow ceiling and brown sides, 
while the cafeteria boasts of sunny 
yellow with grey sides. Light buff 
ceilings with darker sides decorate our 
Calhoun street entrance while the 
halls in the new part of our second 
floor are bright with a sunny yellow 
paint job. Whitewash was used on 
the side walls of the football rooms 
while dado grey covers the woodwork. 

In the library, the tables were re- 
finished and the chairs were reglued 
and varnished as were the seats in 
the study hall. 

Buff paint was used to touch up 
the gym, of which the floor has been 
completely refinished. All the outside 
windows and doors were painted as 
were the ventilators and tin parts on 
the roof. New roofing was added to 
part of our roof so we needn’t worry 
any more about the rain leaking 
through during storms.

Football is believed to be the. oldest: 
outdoor game in existence! Its: his- 
tory may be traced back century after 
century until the trail is lost in an-) 
tiquity. In contrast. to basketball, 
which was deliberately invented in 
1892, the. game= of football gradually 
evolved from such early .gamés as 
the Greek “Harpaston”, meaning the 
forward pass game, and the Roman 
Harpastum , and Follis; Augustus 
Caesar is said to have demanded the 
first revision of the football rules \be- 
cause he thought the game, played 
at that time too childish for soldiers, 


The Italian game, Calchi, was played:

At twenty-three Mr. Makey went 
to DePauw Academy where he took 
high school. work. He was) grad- 
uated from DePauw in 1914. During 
World War I Mr, Makey worked in 
a wholesale grocery and at the end 





of four years had become office man- |, 


ager with some occasional trips on 
the road as‘a salesman, Z 

The year between high school and 
college, Mr. Makey taught high 
school. His classes included English, 
Latin, German, geometry (plain and 
solid), algebra, and physics. This 
school was in Kentucky, a few miles 
from Lincoln’s birthplace. The. year 
he was there, Collier’s magazine took 
over the birthplace and turned it-into 
a memorial which they turned over 
to the state which, in turn, turned 
it over to the national government. 

Mr. Makey returned to DePauw 
the next year. He had taken college 
rhetoric before so he was able to do 
tutoring and correcting of papers 
while at DePauw. 

Taught Many Places 

This energetic teacher had taught 
at quite a few places before coming 
to South Side. He spent two years at 
Eton, Indiana, where he married be- 
fore the second year. He was a year 
at Orleans, Indiana; and then in 1921 
he went to Richmond, Indiana, as 
head of the English department in 
the Junior and Senior High Schools. 
Here he started a course in jour- 
nalism, built up the Business English 
course, took over the public speaking, 
and had charge of the school news- 
papér. In 1923 Richmond came to 
Fort Wayne for a debate with South 
Side. Mr, Makey came along and 
surprisingly enough stayed here, 

On July 4, 1940,- Mr. Makey re- 
ceived a long distance call from El- 
wood to come there immediately, for 
the Chamber of Commerce of El- 
wood and the Republican committee 
wanted him to write a combined  his- 
tory of Elwood and a biography of 
Wendell Wilkie. He was given an 
office in the city hall, a stenographer, 
and a chauffeur, for his work in- 
volved quite a bit of traveling around 
imterviewing people, He even went 
to Kentucky to interview Fred Wilkie, 
Wendell’s brother. As he had ‘only 
four weeks to complete his work, he 
toiled 15 to 20 hours a day: Finally, 
on August 5, the book was, ready to 
be bound. This whole adventure was 
a ‘loss financially but a marvelous ex- 
perience that Mr. Makey wouldn’t 
trade for anything-

Joe “King” Oliver, 
Kid Ory, Omer Simeon, Johnny and Baby Dodds, and 
Jimmy Noone made their headquarters in the Windy 
City, playing the kind of musie they loved. A few 
years later a youngster came up to play second cornet 
for Oliver, Pretty soon, the folks who knew were 
calling him “King.” His name was Louis Armstrong. 

A gang of Chicago teenagers, most of them going to 
Austin High, listened to all of this new music they 
could, listening particularly to the New Orleans Rhythm 
Kings and to a skinny little cornet man from Daven- 
port, Iowa, named Bix Beiderbecké. Pretty soon, they 
were playing jazz themselves, in the fashion of their 
idols but with a drive and spirit all their own, A few 
of them you may have heard of, men like Benny Good- 
man, Gene Krupa, and Eddie Condon. But there were 
others, some of them still playing today, among them 
Joe Sullivan, Bud Freeman, Floyd O’Brien, and Dave 
Tough. Because of prohibition, jazz, of necessity, was 
played in speakeasies and very often was listened to 
by Chicago gangsters such as the Capone boys.

But New Orleans and Chicago musicians were not the 
only people playing this new music. Bix came from 
Towa. Jack Teagarden brought his blues trombone to 
the big city straight from Texas. The Dorsey brothers 
came from the Pennsylvania coal mines. Benny Moten 
led a great jazz band in Kansas City, influencing stars — 
of today like Count Basie, Jo Jones, and Lester Young. 
Buster Bailey learned: 'to blow his ‘clarinet down. in’ 
Memphis. Red Nichols and’ Miff Mole played great 
jazz on the famous Five Pennies records, cut in New 
York. And down in Washington, D. C., a man named 
Edward Kennedy) Ellington picked up the moniker 
“Duke” and organized a band to take to the -Cotton 
Club in New York. is : 

Suddenly, the picnic: was.over. Depression hit~the 
country, and the people didn’t feel like dancing) Radio 
caught on and all but put the phonograph people out 
of business. The end of prohibition closed the free- 
wheeling speakeasies that hired jazzmen. Things looked 
pretty dark for a few years. Many musicians deserted 
jazz simply because they could not play the music they 
loved for anything resembling a reasonable return, A 
few people, Louis Avmstrong, Coleman Hawkins, Her- 
man Chittison, and others, went to Europe, where “le 
hot jazz” was just catching on. 

About 1935, however, things began to look up. A 
young clarinetist from Chicago began to lead what he 
called a “swing band.” And within a few years, swing 
was sweeping the country with its originator, Benny 
Goodman, as its “King.” New bands and new men 
began to make names for themselves, such as the bands 
of Tommy and Jimmy Dorsey, Artie Shaw, Count Basie, 
Glenn Miller, and men like Bunny Berigan, Georgie Auld, 
Teddy Wilson, Art Tatum, Jack Jenney,. and Charlie 
Christian. Swing was here to stay, and the music bosi- 
ness assumed a-slightly higher position in the eyes of 
the average citizen. 

The music business had a little breakdown of its own 
a few months ago, but it looks like they are pulling 
out of it bit by bit. At any rate the wartime boom 
gained many new friends for this stuff we call jazz, 
and there is no doubt that jazz will continue to grow 
and develop.

Students Elect 
Eighth Period 


The students on the Rules and Regu- 
lations Committee last year agreed 
that an eighth period was necessary 
and desirable. Mr. R. Nelson Snider 
thinks that its greatest value may lie 
in its restraining effect upon tardi- 
hess. Every student should be: ob- 
servant of the following rules regard- 
ing the assignment of the eighth 
periods. 

An eighth period may bé assigned 
for the following: Violation of a gen- 
eral school rule at any time or place, 
tardiness (1). generally, for the 
fourth tardiness to home room during 
the semester, (2) for any tardiness 
to class, (3) an unexcused home 
room absence. 

The eighth period will be held from 
3:30 to 4-p.m. in Room 140, 

Not more than one eighth period 
shall be assigned for the same offense. 

Eighth periods are not to be as- 
signed for. classroom problems, 

A student must take the eighth 
period on; the day it is assigned. If 
the assigned ‘student fails to appear 
for eighth, the teacher in charge will 
exclude him until satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made. 

An eighth period cannot be made 
up at any other time. 

Students who are late to eighth 
period shall be assigned an additional 
one. 

The following procedure is followed 
for assigning an eighth period: 
Teacher assigning eighth period should 
give the student a notice, teacher as- 
signing the eighth period is to place 
a copy of the notice in the eighth 
period box in the office. 

No student assigned to an eighth 
period may be excused by the teacher 
who made the assignment, the teacher 
in charge of the eighth period, Miss 
Pittenger, Mr. Sidell, or Mr. Snider. 

Rules governing the eighth period 
shall be made by those in charge. 
These should be explained to students

Grants Offered 


Deserving Paper Boys 
Will Get Scholarships 


The Fort Wayne News-Sentinel will 
renew its annual college scholarship 
awards to deserving carrier salesmen. 

The extra bonus offers made avail- 
able to carrier-salesmen for the first 


time last year will be included in the: 


scholarship awards for 1948... Wider 
leeway in the winners’ choice of school 
will be retained in the grants. 

Under the scholarship program, a 
cash award will be given to each 
chosen high school graduate, and in 
addition, a bonus of one dollar will 
be given for each week that the stu- 
dent has been a carrier-salesman. In 
other words, a boy who has carried the 
News-Sentinel throughout his high 
school career would receive the origi- 
nal $150 grant plus one dollar for 
each of the 208 weeks, making a grand 
total of $358 to defray his expenses 
during his first year of college. 
For Any College 

Prior to last year, scholarship 
grants could only be used in institu- 
tions of higher learning in Indiana. 
Now, winners may use their scholar- 
ship grants at any recognized edu- 
cational institution in the country. 

Since 1936, when the scholarship 
plan was inaugurated, over 60 boys 
have taken advantage of its features 
to launch their college careers. To 
be eligible for the scholarship awards, 
boys must haye been carrier-salesmen 
for The News-Sentinel for at least 
one year. 

Scholarships are awarded on a five- 
point basis, with equal stress being 
placed on each point. They are: 
grades, service to readers, financial 
ability and integrity, courtesy and 
general record of citizenship. 

Bach carrier’s grades are checked 
by The News-Sentinel at his school. 
Minimum grade requirements are a 
B— average. His service record is 
judged by the number of complaints, 
if any, received from his route custo- 
mers. Financial dealings are ap- 
praised by his payment of his bill for 
the route, 

Customers Interviewed 


His characteristic courtesy can be% 


judged by The News-Sentinel and 
his customers, and his citizenship is 
determined by interviewing a number 
of persons selected at random from 
the customers on his route, 

Youths who are chosen must then 
present proof of enrollment at a col- 
lege or university and the cash award 
and bonus will be presented to him. 

The News-Sentinel’ maintains its 
scholarship program in the belief that 
training received by carrier-salesmen 
is of incalcuable value to them in later 
years. It is felt that boys’so trained 
can, with added education, become 
forces for good in the business and 
social life of the nations. -

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Pepsi Award 


Eighteen Seniors Voted 
To Take Grant Exam 


Members of South Side’s senior 
class are being given the chance to 
icipate in the nation-wide com- 
petition for the Pepsi-Cola Scholar- 
‘ships. These awards consist of 119 
four-year college scholarships and 550 
fitty-dollar college entrance awards 
granted each year by the Pepsi-Cola 
Scholarship Board. 

Two Scholarships and ten College 
Entrance Awards are set aside spe- 
cifically for Indiana, South Side par- 
ticipates in the competition by elect- 
ing five per cent, 18 students, of the 
senior class who are considered to be 
the “most likely to make important 
contributions to human progress.” 
Take Test 

On Friday, November 21, all candi- 
dates will take an aptitude test. The 
students who receive the highest 
scores in the state on this preliminary 
test, will take a’ second examination 
on January 24. + This will be the regu-" 
lar supervised Scholastic Aptitude 
Test of the College Entrance Exami- 
nation Board, the fees for which will 
be paid by the Pepsi-Cola Scholarship 
Board, The contestants-in each state 
who receive the highest scores on this 
final test and who have financial need 
will win the Four-Year College Schol- 
arships, and the runners-up will re- 
ceive the Entrance Awards. 

Two Degrees Offered 

The winners of the scholarships will 
be able to pursue any course of study 
which will lead to an A.B. or a B.S. 
degree, All winners’ tuition and cer- 
tain incidental fees will be paid in 
any accredited academic college in 
the United States, it’s territories, or 
Canada. They will also receive $25 
a month during the four academic 
years and traveling expenses at the 
rate of three cents a mile for one 
round trip a year. The five runners- 
up will receive College Entrance 
Awards, each with a grant of $50 if 
the winner enters college by the fall 
of 1948. 

In four years of scholarship pro- 
grams, 2,376 students from Indiana 
have participated in the contest, in- 
cluding 1,204 boys and 1,172 girls. 
Six Scholarships have been granted 
in Indiana along with 32 College En- 
trance Awards. In 1945 Eric C. Baade 
of South Side High School won the 
scholarship. 

Elections were held in the senior 
home rooms on September 25 and the 
Winners will be announced by Mr. R. 
Nelson Snider in about a month. 





Plenty Of Material 
Essential To Keep 
Archerdom Going 


Would you believe it? South 
Side is not run’on brains alone. 
It takes material, and plenty of 
it. Why in one year the janitors 
use 100 pounds of dust cloths, 

And that isn’t all! They use 
three barrels of scrubbing powder, 
and they need at least four new 
water pails each year. 

Are your hands clean? If they 
aren't, they should be for South 
Side students use four hundred 
bars of lava soap, 250 bars of pul- 
yerized soap and 150 cases of 
paper towels a year.

Several years ago, Ed Rice began 


a very interesting hobby. It started 
when his father gave him some old 
guns, and now Ed-has a large assort- 
ment of weapons. One of his most 
unusual and historic weeapons is an 
old fashioned six-shooter pistol which 
belonged to the famous train robber 
in old Missouri, Jesse James. 

Ed’s grandfather, who was born in 
India and lived there during the Boxer 
Rebellion in China, gave many tro- 
phies to him from the war. The 
most unusual things in his collection 
are two swords from the Boxer War 
which have snake emblems engraved 
on their hilts. His grandfather also 
gave him a cavalry bugle, which is 
another souvenir of this Chinese War.

bery, and she in turn gave it to her 
gun-collecting nephew Ed. 

A very rare part of his collection 
is a Japanese ceremonial! sword which 
was captured when Admiral Perry 
made his second attack on Japan in 
18538. 

During the last war, Ed added many 
different kinds of weapons to his col- 
lection. Among them are an S.S. 
trooper’s highpowered rifle and a Ger- 
man Luger which was taken in com- 
bat ni Europe. A ten-pound demoli- 
tion bomb which was made in Fort 
Wayne is. another interesting item in 
his armory. When dropped from a 
plane, this bomb explodes at an alti- 
tude of 1,000 feet and spreads many 
smaller bombs which were in the cas- 
ing of the large missile over a wide 
area; thus causing heavy damage. 

Don’t be frightened if you see a 
gun-totin’ hombre strolling down the 
halls of Archerdom because it will 
probably be Ed, the guy with the 
private arsenal.

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Navy Applications 
Due November 10 


All you boys between 17 and 21. 
Here is your chance, If you meet the 
requirements, you are eligible to ap- 
ply for the examination offered by 
the Navy. This is the examination 
for the new college training program. 
The applications must be in the hands 
of the examining board by November 
10, 1947 and on December 13, 1947 
the examination will be held. As a 
result of this examination several 
thousand young men will be selected 
for this training program. 

To each man selected the Navy of- 
fers two things: (1), a college educa- 
tion and (2), a commission as an of- 
ficer in the U. S. Navy or U. S, Marine 
Corps. In the way of education each 
one may choose the field in which he 
would like a bachelor’s degree and 
may attend the college or university 
of his own choice. The government 
will pay his tuition and normal fees, 
buy his books and necessary uniforms, 
and also give him $50 a month living 
allowance. 

Naval Reserve Officer’s Training 
Corps (NROTC) students have the 
opportunity for a commission in the 
regular Navy as Line or Staff Corps 
officers, or in the regular Marine 
Corps.

Lots of good jazz is showing in the local record shops 
these days.

Kellys Display Power, 
Rip Irish Line At Will; 
Ed Roth Back In Play 


An inspired South Side football 
team sent a near-record crowd home| 
Saturday mumbling to themselves and 
reviewing in their minds incoherently 
that game in which a powerful, highly 
rated Central Catholic grid machine 
went down to an unexpected, over- 
whelming defeat, 18 to 6. Records, 
press clippings, and predictions meant 
absolutely nothing, as the band of 
Archers smothered all Irish hopes for 
the first undisputed grid crown in the 
school’s recent -history. Though the 
score was not overly impressive, the 
play of the Archers was certainly de- 
cisive, and the Kellys left no doubt 
in the mind of even the most rabid 
CC fan as’ to which eleven was su- 
perior. 

Beery and Scheele were again the 
point makers for the Green, and 
Scheele especially turned on an amaz- 
ing display of power, ripping the Irish 
line at will.

South’s First ‘Touchdown 

South Side’s first touchdown came 
before the opposition could warm up.

Discovering TB 


To check pupils’ lungs for tuber- 
culosis the Mobile X-Ray machine will 
come to South Side during the week 
of November 17 to take X-Ray pic- 
tures of all students of the school 
whose parents consent. 

Students were given consent cards| 
to take home for their parents’ sig- 
natures. The cards were to be re- 
turned November 4 even if the parent! 
did not give his consent. When the! 
cards are back in the home rooms the 
teacher will fill a record card for each 
of the consent cards. However, a 
record card is not to be filled until a 
consent card has been received. 
Consent cards were given out Mon- 
day and must be in the office by to- 
morrow night. All record cards must 
be in at the same time. This service 
is free, and students will not need 
to change clothing for the x-ray. 
Instructions are to be issued as to 
the proper type of clothing to. wear 
the day of the x-ray. The entire 
process will probably take all week, 
and a schedule of examination times 
will be issued. The x-ray examina- 
tion is the only positive method of 
discovering tuberculosis in its early 
stages when it can be cured quickly 
and easily.

Use Its Facilities, 

And Obey Its Rules 


The library at South Side is one of the most 
useful parts of our school. We should take no- 
tice of this and use it as often as we possibly can. 
The library has not only book report books and 
outside reading books, but also it/has a very good 
supply of reference books on almost every sub- 
ject that is taught here. Learn to use these books 
for they will help you to form a better back- 
ground for your studies. 

In order that the students may get the most 
from their studies in the library, rules have been 
made. Students must not sit at tables to which 
they have not been assigned, or talk to students 
at other tables without the consent of the li- 
brarian. Upon entering the library, the stu- 
dents are given slips to be filled out for attend- 
ance records, assigning the student to a particu- 
lar table and seat. 

Besides reference books and outside reading 
books, the library always has up-to-date maga- 
zines for the students’ reading and enjoyment.

Query Of Archers a 
Ts “How Did Indiana 
Get Name Hoosier?” 


Did you ever wonder how our fair 
state got the name of Hoosiér? Well, 
there are several different stories 
about how we acquired such a nick- 
name. The most commonly told story 
is this: the citizens of Indiana are 
proverbially inquisitive. 





pulling a latchstring and erying out, 
“Who’s here?” Hence the cry 
“Who's here?” changed into Hoosier. 

Another story of the origin of our 
famous name is this: Throughout the 
early western settlements were men 
who liked to display their stregnth in 
log-roliing contests and in house-rais- 
ings. They were called by their fel- 
low citizens “hushers” from their pri- 
mary capacity to still their opponents. 

The boatmen of Indiana were often 
in the habit of trying to display their 
strength on the levee at New Orleans. 
At one time it happened that one of 
these boatmen was practicing his 
strength on several individuals at a 
time. He was not a native of the 
western world, but a foreigner and 
having won over the other men he ex- 
claimed in a foreign accent “I’m a 
hoosier, I'm a hoosier.” 

Some of the New Orleans papers 
reported the case, and afterwards the 
corruption of the epithet “husher” 
(hoosier) to all the boatmen from In- 
diana, and from thence to all “her 
citizens.

It was adapt- 
able, which accounted for its fast rise. 
It could be played inside or out. It 
was suitable for almost any age per- 
son. With small changes it was made 
suitable for both sexes. It could be 
played on almost any size court. It 
was surprisingly inexpensive. And 
what helped it the most was that. it 
had tremendous spectator interest. 
The rules were basically simple to un- 
derstand, the limited area was easy 
to see, and all the players could be 
watched at the same-time. The speed 
afforded by this sport which in speed 
is_second only to hockey added the 
little bit of necessary excitement. 
Played By Everyone 

Now around fifty years later bas- 
ketball is played by 8,000,000 people 
in this country alone. All over the 
United States one can find games in 
colleges, school gyms, playgrounds, 
and church basements. Just recently 
basketball has even taken to the 
water. 

Not only the people of our own 
country, but those from foreign coun- 
tries have taken up basketball. Dur- 
ing the war its spread was furthered 
by our soldiers, for wherever you find 
an American, whether he be soldier, 
traveler, missionary, or Y worker, you 
will find basketball. In 1904 when the 
sport was only thirteen years old, it 
appeared in the Olympic games. In 
1936, twenty-four nations played bas- 
ketball in the Olympics. It is nice to 
know that the United States took the 
honors in that department. 

In only fifty-six years this sport 
has risen from a soccer ball tossed 
into a peach backet to the great 
American institution which is known 
around here as the “Hoosier madness.”

He got his first trombone at the age of seven, 
and started to play the blues. While still a young man, 
he went to New’ Orleans and heard Louis, and decided 
that theré was the man he wanted to play with some day: 
And he did, on records at first, and just recently in a 
small jam band playing im clubs and in’a concert tour. 


‘But Jack Teagarden is a great musician in his own right 


and has influenced as many men on his instrument as 
Youlschas on his 4 re 

Jack has always sung and played the blues, ever since 
bis days in Texas right on through the present day. 
After playing in several bands in Texas, he moved up

North, to play with several of the early big bands, 


Probably the best band that he played in was the early 
Ben Pollack crew, which included, besides Jack, Benny 
Goodman and Jimmy McPartland. More important, how- _ 
ever, were the records he made with all of the good people 
of that time, Bix, Venuti, Lang, Red Nichols, and, of 
course, the famous Knockin’ a Jug: date with Louis Arm- 
strong, Happy Cauldwell, and Kaiser Marshall. In the 
early thirties, Jack became buried under the King of 
Jaze’s baton. - 

After eight uneventful years under Paul Whiteman, 
Jack went out on his own and formed his own band. 
After eight more bad years, Jack, as he puts it, “ran out 
of red pencil. and broke up the band.” Then the “King 
of the Blues Trombone” settled down for a while. 

But when Louis formed his all-star band for records 
and public appearances, Jack Teagarden was one of the 
first men contacted. And Jack jumped at the chance, as 
he said, “Aaaahhl my life I've wanted to play with Louis 
Armstrong.” 

During their recent appearance in Fort Wayne, -we 
had the privilege of talking to Jack and Louis. The im- 
pression they left with us is one of sincerity, honesty, 
and an appreciation of the other’s abilities, Teagarden 


-has always been our personal favorite on trombone, and 


Louis is also the top man on his horn: You can’t beat 
either one of them on musicianship, expression, or sin- 
cerity.

You 
see, the money from. Christmas seals is used to 
help needy tuberculosis patients to live with the 
proper care.

In 1880 the doctors fought a losing battle 
against a “white plague” which we now call tu- 
berculosis. Koch discovered the germ causing 
this terrible disease in 1882. Five years later 
the first tuberculosis dispensary was opened, 
and many others were formed later. After 
sixty-seven years of experiment, tuberculosis is 
still a chief cause of death by disease. :

sealed. The date, teacher’s name, 
Yoom number, and amount of money 
are recorded on the outside of this 
envelope.

The large envelope 
is sent to Room 178 which is the 
banking center. 

Each of Mr. Purst’s banking pupils 
have been . assigned certain home 
rooms to care for.

Side, the pupils were instructed to

the earth; industrial diamonds. and 
diamond tools, and the most interest- 
ing of all were the replicas of famous 
diamonds. They were scale models 
as used in the best equipped mu- 
seums, showing diamonds that have 
made history. Among them are the 
Hope diamond, noted for its color of 
blue, and the diamond of Dresden 
green.

Mattathias, a priest, along with his 
five sons, gathered up a little band 
of Hebrew patriots and drove the 
hated Syrians and their deteriorated 
Hellenistic culture from Jerusalem. 
‘Temples Misused 

Since the temples had been so mis- 
used, the Hebrews had to rededicate 
the temples to God. So on the 25th 
of the month which we now call De- 
cember, but what was then called Kis- 
lev, the Hebrews began the rededica- 
tion of their temple. When they were 
ready to begin the celebration, they 
realized that they only ‘had one tiny 
cruet of oil with which to light the | 
candles. Each day for seven days' 
they were to light one candle, and they 
only. had enough oil to last one day. 
In those days it took eight days to 
make more oil, and the people didn’t 
want to wait eight days. At this 
point a miracle happened. This little j 
cruet of oil lasted for eight full days, 
Hence the Jewish festival Hanukkah, 
meaning rededication. The spiritual! 
significance of this’ little legend is 
that a minority of the pure and de- 
voted can hold out for a long time. 

At that time every winter, on the ; 
25th of December and ‘lasting for 
eight days, the people held a festival 
celebrating the winter Solstice. This 
meant in poetic terms “death of the 
Sun.” After the rededication in 163 
B.C., the people probably decided to 
give the Solstice a new meaning, the 
death of a culture. All celebrations 
and festivals begin with something : 
that really happens and grow into 
the pleasing legends handed down 
about them. The story about the oil is 
the pleasing Jegend connected with 
the Jewish Hanukkah, and so that is

In order 
to pass, one is allowed three mis- 
takes. If this written test is passed, 
one takes a driving test. The driving 
test consists of driving a car, accom- 
panied by the examiner. Upon pass- 
ing. this test, one secures’ his opera- 
tor’s license. 

It is not always so easy as just de- 
scribed, however. Many fail one or 
the other of the two tests. If one 
| fails the test, the examiner tells him 
when he may make another appoint- 
ment for another test. The appoint- 
ment is secured in the same manner 
as before.

memory of the sacrilege. 

Every boy procured a whip for the 
unlucky dogs found running in the 
streets. This custom dates back to 
the fairs which were held in Hull. 
The good moitks in the monasteries 
usually provided liberally for the 
poor wayfarers who tramped it to the 
fair. On one occasion, on the eve of 
the fair, a dog found its way into 
the mon&sterial larder and made off 
with a good-sized joint. But he was 
intercepted by a crowd of suppliants 
at the gate, who beat him soundly 
and rescued the meat. 

Hence it grew to be the custom to 
beat off any dog who appeared in the 
streets on the day before the fair, and 
the custom surviyed among the boys 
of Hull until the advent of the new 
police. No more dog beating is allowed. 
(This applies to little high school boys,

Jerry Ellis Rates Electricity 


And Science As 





Jerry And Mr.

Everyone has heard of people that! 
lead two lives. Jerry Ellis, a 12A 
here at South Side, is'one of these’ 
people, At school, Jerry works on 
the Times and is active in clubs; but, 
at home, Jerry is an amateur engineer. | 

In the above picture, Jerry and his 
father are shown with some of the 
mechanisms Jerry has made. From 
left to right are two arc lamps, two } 
motors, an electric eye; and a Tesla} 
coil. 

The first arc lamp, the small one, is 
made from carbons from flashlight 
cells. It creates a great heat, and it 
ean easily burn a hole in a penny. It 
has no practical use as yet. 

The larger arc lamp is made from 
larger carbons Jerry got from the 
General Electric. The light it creates, 
is so bright that you have to view it. 
through a dark glass. If you do not, 
you will see spots before your eyes. 
Since the one hundred ten volts com- 
ing in through an ordinary house out- 
let are too great for this lamp, a re- 
sistor has to be used to step down the 
voltage to around twenty volts. Jer= 
ry used his mother’s toaster for this 
purpose, so now the Ellis’s prefer 
their bread untoasted! 


Miniature Motor 

The tiny motor to the left is made 
from a strip of tin, a small nail, and 
some number 36 (fine) wire. It runs 
on three to six volts, and Jerry uses 
a flashlight cell or small transformer 
to run it. According to Jerry it is 
about the size of his thumb to the first 
joint. It has very little power, since 
it is so small; and therefore has no 
practical use. 

Jerry built the other motor from 
a kit he bought. It has more power 
than the smaller one but it does not | 
have enough for practical use. 

The electric eye in the picture was 
not built by Jerry, but it is an interest- 
ing apparatus. He got it for Christ- 
mas when he was about twelve years 
old, and he says it shows the prin- 
ciple upon which practical electric} 
eyes work. By putting any kind of 
light in front of it, he can turn off an- 
other light that is connected to it. |

When the light that is connected to 
it is put in front of the eye, it turns 
itself off. Then, since there is no 
light,in front of the eye, it automati- 
cally comes on again. Thus, the light 
flashes swiftly off and on with regu- 
larity. , If an electric fan is hooked 
up to.the eye, and then a candle is 
put in front of it, the fan turns on, 
blows out the candle, and then shuts 
.off. Companies put the eye toa much 
more -practical use, however. ‘The 
BonTon Bakery. uses it to open the 
door for busy shoppers. Some firms 
use it as a safety device on machines. 

Jerry built the small two-tube. radio 
pictured and then later built it into a 
cigar box. Not only will it pick up 
local stations but Jerry has been able 
to. get stations as far away as New 
York and Denver. 
Builds Tesla Coil 

The large Tesla coil to the right is 
Jerry’s pride and joy. It is named 
jafter. Nikola Tesla, an eminent 
{American scientist of Japanese an- 
cestry. His ambition was to create 
light without connecting wires through 
high frequency. He never developed 
the coil to a practical stage, but it 
will light bulbs within a radius of one 
or two feet. A voltage of eight hun- 
dred volts supplied by a radio trans- 
former, in the primary coil which may

How And Which Basketball Fans Will Get Sectional Tournament Tickets 
And How Split Tourney Will Be Handled Announced By R. Nelson Snider

The demand for Tournament tickets 
is much greater than the supply we 
shall receive, so for many years it has 
been necessary to have in advance— 
some plan by which the tickets would 
be distributed. The plan was origi- 
nally worked out by a committee of 
teachers, students and parents, and 
has been followed exactly each year. 
A complete record is kept of all tick- 
ets, so that we are able each tourna- 
ment to 
tickets have gone. Of course, no plan 
will serve to satisfy those people who 
are so unfortunate as not to secure 
tickets, but if we have a plan that is 
fair, and then follow it exactly, we 
have done all that is possible. 

We believe that the game of high 
school basketball should be conducted 
for the benefit of the boys and girls 
of the school, and therefore the stu- 
dents of the school should have first 
chance to purchase tickets for the 
tournaments. The only exception to 
this is the provision for the members 
of the Athletic Department who handle 
the games during the year, and for 
the parents of the members of the 
Tournament squad. 

Every effort. is made to discourage 
the practice of purchasing tickets of 
the school with the idea of re-selling 
them. The following information 
should be known by all: 

All of the tickets for the Tour- 
nament are taxed by the Federal 
government. They are placed in the 
hands of the principals for sale. If 
the tickets are re-sold by any other 
person, the seller would be violat- 
ing the federal law.

“Anyone who wishes 
to teach in a Fort Wayne high school 
should plan to attend college for four 
years to obtain a bachelor’s degree, 
then begin teaching, and during the 
next four summers study for the 
master’s degree, Someone who wishes 
to be a high school teacher should be- 
gin teaching in the fifth or sixth grade 
and specialize in one field.” 

Boys who are interested in the ad- 
ministrative part of teaching have a 
wide open field. Anyone who wants 
to be a principal, superintendent, or 
guidance director should begin teach- 
ing in the fifth or sixth grade and 
continually work for an administrative 
post.

Valentines Down Through The Veen 
Vary In Looks But Croon Same Tune 


From ‘the first hand-made valentine 
to the present machine-made models, 
the valentine proper has gone through 
many different phases, each one re- 
flecting the background and culture 
of its time. 

The gallant who sent the first val- 
entine to a fair damsel is unknown; 
but one thing is certain, those first 
cards were true labors oflove. They 
were painstakingly drawn by patient, 
nimble, and loving fingers. One of the 
oldest cards, dated 1710, is of German 
origin. The faded India ink shows 
the outlines of a bewigged young man. 
By the candlelight he is composing. 
His dagger cuts out fancy hearts, 
turtle doves, and the German words 
‘Dear little bird, greet my beloved 
a thousand times.” 

For a long time only those who had 
the infinite patience of the colonial 
American girls cut out little hearts 
and only those who had the skill of 
the New England tars penned ink 
pictures. 

Not until the invention of litho- 
graphy in the early 1800’s did the 
masses find the charm of valentines. 
Those first lithographed cards not only 
displayed the traditional hearts and 
flowers, but they also marked the be- 
ginning of demure little maids on 
cards. These little maidens were quite 
often clinging to their beaus or pin- 
ing away for their absent friends with 
such verses as: . 

Sever’d from thee, in memory I 
trace 
Thy form, the well-known fea- 


tures of thy face... 

On recollection, you'll perhaps 
divine 

The name of her who sends this 
valentine. 

The more common people went in 
for gilt edged cards and verses such 
as fit their oceupation. A fishmong- 
er’s reads: 

You are the girl I take delight in, 
Much more than haddock, smelts 
or whiting. 

The next fad brought the comic 
valentines.. These shot ridicules at the 
crabby old woman and the fat con- 
ceited man, 

When the Victorian era turned ex- 
travagant, the valentines turned right 
with it. The manufacturers went all 
out for fancy lace and embossing. Silk, 
spun glass, pressed flowers, feathers, 
perfume and the like were added to 
the previously simple cards. The flat 
cards were changed to folders arid the 
damsels to cherubs. 

Our own American card companies 
swung the fashion back to simplicity. 
Out went the stinging comics and the 
fancy romances and in came Yankee 
terms, and a friendliness such as had 
never been seen before in cards. The 
valentine now has around 80,000,000 
copies a year and 200,000 more in the 
form of telegrams. 

While these cards have changed 
form over the many years they still 
retain the same old symbols. There 
are still the same hearts and cupids, 
the same ribbons and laces and the 
same romantic sayings and couples.

Summary Of Important IHSAA Rules 


1. A student is ineligible when he reaches 20 years of age. 

2. Married students and students who have been divorced or 
whose marriages have been annulled are ineligible. 

3, A student must be an amateur in every way: (a) Playing under 
an assumed name is a violation; (b) Accepting remuneration for 
playing is a violation; (c) Participating in athletic events having 
prizes such as cash, merchandise, merchandise certificates, bonds, 
stamps, and articles having intrinsic value makes a student ineligible; 
(d) A student violates his amateur standing who participates in ath- 
letic activities, schools, tryouts, practices, and games held or spons- 
ored by professional athletic organizations or their representatives. 

4, A student must be passing and maintaining passing work in 
three regular high school subjects, for the periods of the current 
semester in order to be eligible during ‘the current school semester. 

5. A student is ineligible who changes high schools without a 
corresponding change of residence 6f his parents. 

6. Participation on an athletie team other than a high school team - 
during the school year in a sport makes the student ineligible for 
that sport in high school for that school year. 3 

7. A student who becomes a professional in one sport is con- 
sidered a professional and ineligible in all sports in high school. 

8. A student must have 10 days of jorganized: practice under the 
direct supervision of the high school coaching staff preceding par- 
ticipation in a game of football. The same rule holds for basketball. 

9. The maximum number of games permitted for the regular 
schedule of any team or any player in football is ten, and in basket- 
ball is eighteen. 

“* 10, Post graduates are ineligible, if they have completed: four 
years of sports. 

11. Participation of students in an athletic scrimmage or contest 
“with or against players not belonging to their high school constitutes 
a.game. 

12. There shall be no inter-school athletic contests or practices

The association was started some 
fifty years ago by Dr. Wilfred Gren- 
fell to help the people of Newfound- 
land and Labrador.

He treated the people for various 
illnesses and accepted whatever pay 


he realized that his small boat and 
limited: amount of medical equipment 
was not nearly enough to take care 
of these people. Dr. Grenfell then 
created the St. Anthony Hospital in

Grenfell Book Used. Here : 

Dr, Grenfell wrote, “Adrift on an

This association is supported by 
contributions from people of Canada, 
England, and the United States.

Afforded Students In Library

library we have, one of the. largest 
school libraries in the high schools 
of Fort Wayne.

Many of the books taken out for, 
two weeks are being brought in over- | 
due. This causes inconvenience to, 
Miss Shoup, her helpers, and also the 
home room teachers. If everyone, 
would make a mental note when these | 
books are due, it would simplify the | 
work of these people. Five cents. a} 
day is charged on all books. The 
books must be brought in before the 
home room period on the day they are 
due, otherwise they are counted over- 
due. 

One home reading book may be 
taken out at a time, although more 
than one over-night book may be 
taken out. Reference books may be 
taken out overnight, but must be re- 
turned before the home-room period. 
No encyclopedias may be taken out 
unless they are older books:

Since yesterday was St. Patrick’s 
Day, it stands to reason that we tell 
a little bit about the tradition which 
surrounds St, Pat.

48 Rooms Contribute 
To Make $6,536.50 


The school banking has picked up 
again since last week’s drop. The 
total deposit for the week was up to 
$331.30. A total of 48 home rooms 
made deposits. Exactly $6,536.55 was 
the total in the school account last 
week. 

Miss Adelaide Fiedler’s home room, 
188, led all the other home rooms in 
having the highest percentage, which 
was 26.9 per cent. Mr. Herman 0. 
Makey’s home room, 72, deposited the 
highest amount in the building, $80.25. 
This home room has missed only two 
out of the last seven weeks in having 
the highest amount deposited.

An effort 
js being made to interest girls in this 
career, Public Health Nursing offers 
personal satisfaction; adventure in 
coping with the unexpected; variety 


‘in working with people’ of all ages, 


incomes, and ‘educational levels; and 
a place in a rapidly expanding profes- 
sion. 

The first requirement for Public 
Health Nursing is graduation from an 
approved school of nursing, and a uni- 
versity program of study in addition 
is recommended. Salaries of Public 
Health Nurses: vary, but the mini- 
mum is about $3000 a year. Of course, 
salaries are higher in Some agencies 
and areas and lower in others.

Compulsory Military Training After Graduation 


The majority of the boys and girls 
favor compulsory military training, 
and believe that it should be given 
after graduation from high school. 
This was proven by a poll conducted 
by the Institute of Student Opinion 
(sponsored by the Scholastic Maga- 
zine) here in one home room repre- 
senting each grade. This was a split 
ballot to get the student opinion of 
compulsory military training and also 
of the reading of comic books. Both 
subjects are of current interest to 
everyone because they affect us di- 
rectly politically, socially, and edu- 
cationally. 

Selected Rooms 

There were 201 students voting in 

the nine selected homerooms. These 





rooms were: P.G., Miss Crowe; 12A, 


voting is for or against a plan of 


voted for, 25 against, and 13 had no 
opinion, while there were 44-girls for, 
87 against, and 13 also had no opinion.

Indiana Technical College Gives 


Courses For Fu 


No doubt South Side has many stu- 
dents who are interested in majoring 
jn engineering at college. Indiana 
Technical College gives these prospec- 
tive engineers an excellent opportunity 
to exercise their ambitions. 

The college was organized in 1930 
by John Kalbfieisch and William J. 
Hess, The following year it was 
chartered under “its present name and 
was moved to its present site in down- 
town Fort Wayne. The college is 
completely independent, being in no 
way connected with any other school. 
1100 Full-Time Students 

The full time student body is made 
up of about 1100 men. Students are 
enrolled at the college from every 
state in the union and from at least 
twenty-five foreign countries and pro- 


vinees. One foreign student is a mem- | 
, and | 


ber of an Olympic bobsled team. 
another is a tennis champion of his 
country. (The latter is authorized to 
represent his country in international 
tennis competition.) 

Unlike most other schools and col- 
leges, classes at Indiana Tech are in 
session all year around; thus a school 
year consists of four three-month 
terms. 

The Bachelor of Science Degree is 
conferred upon the completion of three 
school years or 27 months in the fol- 
lowing six fields of engineering: Aero- 
nautical, Chemical, Civil, Mechanical, 
Electric, and Radio. This is possible 
by the omission of much of non-tech- 
nical subject matter, such as advanced 
literature, philosophy, religion, physi- 
cal education and the like. The edu- 
cational policy of Indiana Technical 
College is one of strong concentration 
on science, mathematics, and engineer- 
ing subjects. 

Mechanical Engineering Largest 

Currently the largest department of 
the college is that of Mechanical En- 
gineering with 327 students. 

It is understood that any student 
who applies for admission at Tech has 
received a high school diploma. Tech- 
nical requirements are 1%4 units in 
high school algebra, 1 in plane geom-} 
etry, 1 in physics, and 1 in chemistry. | 
However, the student whose previous 
education did not cover the required 
mathematics and science may receive 
the necessary instruction in the Pre- 


paratory Department. 

The faculty consists of forty-one 
university graduates, including three 
of South Side’s teachers, Mr. Ora 
Davis, Mr. Louie Hull, and Mr. Wil- 
burn Wilson. 

Indiana Tech offers its students an 
extensive program of extra-curricular 
activities. The Student Council is the 
general representative organization of 
the student body. One of its functions 
is to exercise advisory control of all 
student activities. It also works in 
connection with the faculty for the 
general welfare of the college. Mem- 
bers are nominated by departments, 
approved by a faculty committee, and 
elected by the student body. 

The college has chapters of two 
national social fraternitiés and one 
international. There is one honorary 
scholastic fraternity. 

College Glee Club 

The college Glee Club is directed 
by Mr. Varner Chance. Other organ- 
izations are restricted to the students | 
of separate divisions. Each depart- 
ment of engineering has its own pro- 
fessional student organization, affili- 
ated with the local section of the na-

Sports play a large part in the ac- 
tivities of Tech students. The col- 
lege is a member of the Indiana Inter- 
collegiate Conference. It sponsors in- 
tercollegiate participation in baseball, 
basketball, golf, and tennis. The Tech 
| Rifle Club is a member of the Na- 
ional Rifle Association, and also par- 
| ticipates in the national intercollegiate 
|contests. Other popular competitive 
sports include softball, water polo, 
|fencing, and bowling. 
| Indiana Tech is at present following 
‘a plan of expansion and modernization. 
A new building, now under construc- 
tion, adds about 7000 square feet, and 
will house a modern physics. labora- 
tory. The wind tunnel, the second 
largest in the state, is equipped with 
|a sixty horsepower motor-generator. 
It is being completely modernized with 
ja new propellor and a more effective 
balancing system. The purpose of 
the wind tunnel is to test plane models. 








Only Spring Graduation 

Although a number of students com- 
plete their three years of study at the 
end of each quarter, formal gradua- 
tion takes place only once a year, at 
the end of the spring term. The main 
speaker at the graduation exercise is 
usually a man of nation-wide distinc- 
j tion. Last year’s speaker was Dr. W. 
| D. Coolidge, Director Emeritus of the 
) Research Laboratory of the General 
Electric Company at Schenectady, New 
| York. Dr. Coolidge has dedicated a 
|prize in his name which is awarded 
annually to the outstanding student 
of physics. 

A student at Tech has an excellent 
opportunity for a position after grad- 
uation. Representatives from leading 
national firms frequently visit the 
college to hold employment interviews 
with upperclassmen. Opportunity also 
rises from the fact that a Tech stu- 
dent meets men from all points of the 
globe and can obtain placement almost 
anywhere through connection with 
these fellow alumni. 

The quality of classroom work done 
at Indiana Technical College is ap- 
proved by leading colleges and uni- 
versities. Many important positions 
throughout the United States and for- 
eign countries are filled by Indiana 
Tech graduate engineers.

The caduceus has always been a symbol of the 


medical profession. It has always been thought 
of as something which stands for power and heal- 
ing. Now the caduceus is the emblem of the 
American Cancer Society ; and, to many who have 
come in contact with this society’s:work, it has 
truly become a figure of healing and hope. 

The American Cancer -Society has been in 
existence since 1913. At that time the uncon- 
trolledcell was recognized-as a “gangster” so” 
the American Cancer Society was founded for 
the,purpose of controlling cancer. The majority 
of the society’s. workers are volunteers, some 
lay, others professional. These volunteers help 
to fulfill the: hopes of the society through the 
execution of its three-fold program: Education, 
Service, and Research. 

Education :— 

The American Cancer Society is educating 
John Q. Publie by giving him literature, talks, 
film. presentations, exhibits, radio programs, 
forums, and. organizations. It is educating 
James Q- Physician by proyiding him with re- 
fresher courses, cancer-program meetings, fel- 
lowships, teaching aids, post graduate instruc- 
tion, and knowledge and skill with regard to 
diagnosing and treating cancer. 

Service:— 

This part of the Society’s program provides 
public cancer information services, cancer detec- 
tion centers, cancer clinics, surgical dressings, 
loan closets; home care, and transportation and 
care of needy patients. It is through Service 
that lives are saved and deaths made more com- 
fortable. 

Research :— : 

A committee, which is composed of the largest 
number of outstanding scientists working-as a 
team on any health project, develops and rec- 
ommends research projects and fellowships to 
the American Cancer Society. Grants are given 
to’ universities, and fellowships are given to 
scientists and to encourage scientists to enter 
the field of cancer research. : 

April is the month of the nation-wide drive for 
money by the American Cancer Society. Every 
dollar donated is divided into three parts. About 
40 per cent is sent to the Society for use in medi- 
cal research by cancer specialists, in the educa- 
tion program, and a small amount is used in the 
administration of the combined societies. 

The next. 20 per cent of the ot 
in our state is sent to Indianapolis it is 
used in statewide research and education. In 
our state it helps support the famous Indiana 
University Tumor Clinic and Registry located at 
Indianapolis. 

The last 40 per cent of the eancer dollar re- 
mains in Allen County where it is used for 
service and education. The Cancer Loan Cup- 
board for home cancer patients is supported by 
this 40 per cent. 

The Allen County Cancer Society, Inc., is the 
organization which carries on the national so- 
ciety’s program in Fort Wayne. The most ef- 
fective link here between the medical authori- 
ties and the people is the Information Center, 
Anyone is welcome to visit this center “whieh 
gives education as well as loaning hospital beds, 
wheel chairs, and other sick room equipment. 

Cancer education is not neglected by the Allen 
County Cancer Society. It provides cancer pro- 
grams, cancer talks, study programs, movies, 
radio publicity, newspaper releases, office inter- 
views, display exhibits and of course they’ dis- 
tribute large amounts of literature. 

The latest project on the agenda of our local 
Society is the establishment of a Cancer Detec- 
tion Center to be operated’ by members of the 
Fort. Wayne Medical Society with the expenses 
paid by the cancer society. ; 

Widespread cancer education and: early’ medi- 
cal treatment are the most: effective weapons to 
reduce cancer deaths. Everyperson’ who ‘wants 
to escape this killer should be able to recognize 
the danger signals himself: There are seven, 
and here they are: 

1. Any sore that doés not heal, particularly 
about the tongue, mouth or lips. ; 

2. A painless lump or thickening, especially in 
the breast, lip or tongue: 

3. Progressive change in the color or size of 





a wart,-mole or birthmark. 

4, Persistent indigestion. 

5. Persistent hoarseness, unexplained: cough. 
or difficulty in‘swallowing. 

6. Bleody discharge from the nipple or irregu- 
lar. bleeding from any of the natural body open- 
ings. 

4% Any change in the normal bowel habits, 
Evéryone should know these. 

During the time you have read this article 
some American has died from cancer, because 
every three minutes caneer kills some American. 
He may have been a Hoosier,. for nineteen 
Hoosiers are killed by. cancer daily. It has been 
estimated that at least one-third of all the cancer 
victims could be saved if the early symptoms 
had been recognized-and treatment had been 
started in the early stages. 

The need for cancer detection and control has 
come into the light in the last few years: We 
should all be aware-of the fact and remember 
the fact that one American is killed by cancer 
every three minutes. Remember it might be 
you!

In the poll taken at South Side two 
hundred and one students from home;
